-Kansas City air line, part of the 
transcontinental Federal highway 
No. 40—was thrown open to travel 
today.

New Stretch 32 Miles. 


The new and shorter location of 
the concrete north of Fulton, 32 
miles in lcngth, was opened today, 
making the last link in the pave- 
ment. The minor breaks had been 
eliminated in the meantime. 
Three factors made the construc- 
tion slow: Bad weather which 
hampered contractors; the State 
law which, in effect, limits the vol- 
ume of work possible on one route 
in each year; and the effort in 
court of residents of Fulton and 
vicinity to have the concrete rout- 
ed through that town. To have 
gone through Fulton would have 
meant a dip southward in the road 
and added congestion for through 
traffic. The State Highway Com- 
mission won its contention that it 
had authority to route highways 
to the best advantage between 
large centers of population and the 
Fulton suit was dismissed in Janu- 
ary, 1926, whereupon construction 
of the last 32 miles began. 

Cost of this modern cross-State 
highway was approximately $9,- 
009.000 met by State bonds and 
$512,000 for a free bridge over 
the Missouri River at Boonville, 
paid for by Cooper and Howard 
Counties with Federal aid. It has 
another bridge over the Missouri 
at St. Charles on which toll is 
charged, but a committee of St 
Charles and St. Louis County citi- 
zens is buying the structure with 
the tolls as payment, and in about 
four years hopes to make the 
crossing free. 

A High-Speed Highway. 

It is a high-speed highway, from 
the State’s metropolis to its scc- 
ond city. Many drivers with med- 
ijum-priced cars will cover the 258 
miles in seven and one-half to 
eight hours, while the lightest ma- 
chines should make the trip in 
nine hours. Thirty-five to 45 miles 
an hour is the speed of the major- 
ity of automobiles on such 4 road.

Wentzville. 

Curves are avoided as much as 
possible. There are numerous 
stretches of several miles run- 
ning straight as an arrow and 
one of 25 miles in Lafayette 
County which is unbending save 
for one jog around a little hill. 

Steep Grades Avoided. 

Steep grades are avoided. The 
new 32-mile section has several . 
grades as steep as 6 per cent, 
which is not bad for modern 
cars, but elsewhere the highest 
grades are two of five per cent 
on either side of Boonville. 

Railroad grade crossings are 
avoided. The only ones are a 
group in Boonville, which event- 
ually will be eliminated, and 
another group at the Kansas 
City limits. 

Mileage between St. Louis Union 
Station and Kansas City Union Sta- 
tion by rail is 282.4 and by the old 
route of No. 40 through Fulton it 
was 265.5. The new distance of 
approximately 258 miles is between 
the two Postoffices. Fulton; al- 
though off the main route. has 
been given a seven-mile connection 
of concrete with No. 40. 

Two Small Gaps. 

Until about Sept. 1 a detour of 
one mile over paved streets of 
Columbia will be necessary while 
the contractor puts finishing 
touches on a 1900-foot stretch of 


‘eoncrete slab through an under- 


pass of the Wabash Railway. Two 
miles east of Columbia there is a 
temporary 290-foot gap for one- 
half the width of the pavement. 
due to an. earth slide, but nine 
feet of concrete is open. 

Counties traversed, beyond the 
city and county of St. Louis are 
St. Charles, Warren, Callaway, 
Boone, Howard, Cooper, Saline, La- 
fayette and Jackson. No. 40 starts 
on Easton avenue, Weliston (St.

Pay in St. Louis 


Air Mail Now a Success, and Six Flying 


Firms Prosper 


Operated Before. 


Where Three 


Increased public interest in avi- 
ation since the trans-Atlantic flight 
of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh has 
brought to the flying companies 
operating from Lambert-St. Louis 
Field the greatest prosperity in 
their history. 

The greater activity has shown 
itself concretely in the appearance 
of a dozen or more of the iatest 
type of steel-framed commercial] 
airplages which are used in pas- 
senger‘ carrying and generai fly- 
ing service. The lumbering wood- 
en Standards and the tricky “Jen- 
nies” of war time vintage, have all 
but disappeared from the field. 
Those that are Icft are used for 
training purposes only. 

When Lindbergh Ieft the flying 
field last winter to prepare for his 
Atlantic flight there were three 
companies operating there. Now 
there are six. Last summer on 
Sunday afternoons several hundred 
persons Visited the field. This sum- 
mer On every bright Sunday be- 
tween 4000 and 5000 spectators 
have been watching the flying and 
the increase in the number of pay 
passengers carried by the pilots 
has been in proportion to the in- 
crease in the size of the crowd. 

Passenger Carrying Pays, 

As an example of the harvest 
that was reaped when Lindberzh’s 
more ardent admirerg decided to 
take to the air themselves. one of 
the companies at the field recently 
bought a plane for about $2449. 
On the first three days:of its \op- 
eration its gross returns were more 
than $700 in passenger hire anj 
since that time it has paid for 
itself. 

Returns for a single plane on a 
good Sunday afternoon frequently 
run up to $250 or $300. In ad*i- 
tion there is a daily demand for 
longer airplane trips to Kansas 
City, Memphis, Chicago and more 
distant points, On one haul recent- 


ly a company was paid $1400 for 
a single day’s use of an airplane, | 
the purchase price of which was| 
little more than that amount. : 

Companies which began business 
at the field after Lindbergh’s flignt 
are the Missouri Aircraft Co., 
headed by J. A. McMillan: Von 
Hioffman Enterprises, of which 


Albert Von Hoffman is the back-| 


er, and the Parks Air Lines, ees 
eral 


ed by Oliver L. Parks. 


The oldest company at the ‘icld| 
is the Robertson Aircraft Corpor-| 


ation, which operates the St. 
Louis-Chicago air mail route and 
does a general aviation service 
business. Maj. William B. Robert- 
son, Lindbergh’s former employer, 
and one of his backers, said todiy 
that this summer his school had 
almost 100 per cent more flying 
pupils than it had at this time lest 
year. The company has 32 men 
under instruction. 

The general commercial work of 
the company has increased 50 wer 
cent over last year and the sale of 
parts and airplanes has doubled. 
The air mail itself, after a long 
Struggle, is now on a paying basis. 

The Bridgeton Aircraft Co., in 
which E. C. Thompson, another of 
Lindbergh's backers, is the heaviest 
investor, is the next oldest company 
at the field. It reports an increase 
of more than 100 per cent in number 
of students. of whom 22 are now 
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en 


unger instruction, including five 
women, and a corresponding in- 
crease in general service work. The 
St. Louis Aircraft Corporation, 
which went into business about a 
year ago, is also on a paying basis, 

Every clear day from 20 to 40 
pupils are in the air for instruction 
from the various companies, all of 
which operate training planes, in- 
cluded in the classes are about 16 
women. who are taking aptly to 
flying, alibougb their instruction 
period is tonger than that needed 
to instruct men students. 


Of particular significance as 
showing the depth of public inter- 
est in fiying is the advent of 
Thompson and Von Hoffman tothe 
flying business. Neither is an avi- 
ator, although Von Hoffman has 
long been interested in ballooning. 
Both have prosperous businesses 
downtown, Von Hoffman as 4 
printer and compiler of directories 
and Thompson as an insurance 
broker. Both have recognized the 
possibilities of flying for making 
money and are investing substan- 
tially. 


The Von Hoffman enterprise 
now has a Ryan brougham, like the 
monoplane used by Lindbergh, on 
the way to St. Louis, and will use it: 
for passenger carrying here. An-, 
other Ryan bought by the same 
firm was sold for $9000 upon its 
arrival at the field to Stafford 
Lambert, a wealthy youth, who has 
recently taken to flying. 

Another business man who has 
taken to the air is Phil Ball, own- 
er of the Browns Basebali Club and 
head of a large refrigerating busi- 
ness. He is on his way back to 
the field from California with an- 
other Ryan brougham which he 
will use in business and pleasure 
trips. 

Harold M. Bixby. president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, has. 
had his own plane at the field 
for several years. So has Thomp- 
son. Recently the Vail-Donaldson 
Co., a co-operage concern “with 
offices in the Railway Exchange 
Building. boucht a Waco biplane 
which will be used in busincss 
trips to Louisiana and Arkansas 
lumber mills. 


WOMAN WHO THREW 
ACID ON MAN CLEARED 


Coroner’s Jury Find Ship's Eae 
gineer Died From Natural 
Causes. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—A Coroner's 
jury today decided that Louis 
Fisher, refrigerating engineer eof 
the United States Shipping Board 
steamer American Trader died 
from “naturai 
Mary Waite. 24-year-old steward- 
ess, did not intend to do him “any 
grievous harm” in pouring acid 
over him while he slept. 

Fisher died aboard the American 
Trader at sea last Friday, and Miss 
Walte was arrested when the ves- 
sel arrived here. 

Capt. Hubbard Chester Fish, 
master of the American Trader, 
testified Miss Waite had told him 
she threw the acid on Fisher ta 
disfigure him, because of his at- 
tentions to other women, and that 
she had no idea of ending his life. 

Capt. Fish testified, Miss Waite, 
telling him of throwing acid eon 
Fisher, said: 

“He was a very vain individual, 
but I tried to make a man of him.” 
Other witnesses testified that the 
acid burns were insufficient to 
cause death. 

The jury found that Fisher died 


sudden exertion. 

Miss Waite appeared in the Bow 
Street Police Court this arternoon 
and was discharged. It was stated 
the British authorities had con- 
ferred with the American Embassy 
and consular officials who agreed 


with extradition oroceedings, she 
should be deported. She will sail 
for the United States tomorrow.

The incident occurred 
near Luke Field on June 23, and 
the machine finally crashed in the 
water close to the beach, without 
injury to its crew. 

The bomber was manned by 
Lieut. George B. Polk, accompa- 
nied by Staff Sergeant Philip 
Monroy, when it took off from 
Luke Field as part of a group of 
five ships engaged on a training 
mission. Polk found that. his land- 
ing gear had been damaged, mak- 
ing it impossible for him to re-« 
turn to the ground without aecl- 
dent. He dropped a message ask- 


‘ing that repair parts be sent up 


and Licutenants Hewitt, Schnee- 
berger and J. D. Givens went up 
in another plane with the neede@ 
equipment. 

After a vain effort to transfer 
the parts by rope from one plane 


‘to the other, Schneeberger carried 


them out on the wing of his ma- 
chine while Sergeant Monroy 
crawled out on the wings of the 
bomber.. The two ships, flying 
thousands of feet above the Pa-~ 
cific ocean, were brought so close 
together by their pilote that 
Schneeberger succeeded in handing 
the repair parts to Monroy. 

Monroy then climbed down tt? 
attempt to repair the landing 
gear. He found the damage toe 
great for emergency repairs and, 
after strugling in a 90-mile wind, 
created by the motion of the ship, 
gave it up. 

IAeut. Polk steered the bombes 
back toward the field, intending 
to salvage his parachutes by 
dropping them on land and thén 
ease down to a water landing. One 
of the chutes caught in the pro- 
peller of one of the twin motors ag 
it was dropped and, with one en- 
gine gone, the bomber came dows 
with terrific force and turned 
over, throwing its crew inte the 
water.

find an amusing contrast—al] joy 
and eagerness in the first insta)l- 
ments, a note of pessimism in the 
final ones.

ICE, macaroni, toast, vege- 
tables, croquettes and scallops 
can be made into interesting 
dishes, sufficiently hearty and sat- 
isfying for the summer menu, by 
serving them with a well-seasoned 
cheese sauce.

THE FACT REMAINS, 
From the New York Evening World. 


HE fact remaing that Sicco and Van- 

zetti never had a trial on the evidence 
except before on- Judge and he almost cer- 
tainly a very opinionated man and possibly 
a prejudiced man. They never had their 
case judicially reviewed as to the adequacy 
and certainty of the facts on which they 
were convicted. 

The ‘fact remains that the identifications 
were singularly inconclusive and often self- 
contradictory. 

The fact remaing that the bullet which 
killed the paymaster was never identified 
beyond all reasoneble doubt as having gone 
through the barrel of Sacco’s revolver. 

And there remain the facts of a prior 
record for one at least of the accused and 
possibly for both of honest industry and a 
life unassociated with such crimes as that 
for which they must die. 

But the last word has been spoken. Many 
other inquiring minds besides Judge Thay- 
er’s have later been convinced that no mis- 
take was made. With them all doubt has 
been resolved and they are more likely to 
be right than casua!] readers and observers. 

The State of Massachusetts, however. 
should not let this occasion pass without 
placing in its criminal procedure some 
judicial power of review of fact and evi- 
dence as well as law in the operations of 
its tria!} courts.

HE amount of money spent 
by the American public for 


sport spectacles is amazing. To 
some of us it passes all under-

standing. It makes one think 
‘sometimes that the public at 
large has reached that mythical 
condition where it has more 
money than it knows what to do 
with, 

One of the interesting side- 
lights in this connection centers 
on one building—the New Madi- 
son Square Garden. A recent 
stockholders’ report is said to 
show gross earnings of $5,648,846 
for the year 1926 for this purely 
sport investment. 

The public spent $1,300,000 on 
seven baseball games—the 
world’s series, and a vast for- 
tune on regular league season 
games. On collegiate football, 
at from $2 to $5 the game, huge 
“bowls” were filled to the brim 
on many occasions with cash cus- 
tomers. 

in the countless horse racing 
meets, supplemented by grey- 
hound racing events, the ex- 
change of untold millions has re- 
sulted. 
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NE race alone, the Kentucky 
Derby, resulted in wagering 

’ over $1,000,000 at the track 
and of 20 times that amount in 
the winterbooks throughout the 
country. 

One greyhound race track han- 
died $10,000,000 in a little over 
three months. Horse race tracks 
produce in proportion. 

Horse and dog racing com- 
bined annually represent almost | 
100 meetings of an average of 20 
days, or 2000 racing days in all, 

* not counting county fairs. 

Dog race betting is not con- 
sidered normal unless it funs | 
around $100,000 a night for nine 
races. Cut that in half and 700 
dog-racing days, combining al! 
the tracks of the country, would 
mean that $35.000,000 would be 
handled by the dog tracks of the 
United States and Canada. 

Horse race betting runs over 
$500,000 a day per track—much 
more in some cases. The win- 
ter meet at New Orleans was 
Supposed to handle an average 
of $400,000 a day. Make it 
$300,000 and the total money 
turned over on horse racing 
tracks annually reaches nearly 
$400,000,000. 

The combination horse and 
dog play, at all tracks annually 
is therefore about $435,000,000. 
Add to that what the handbooks 
handle (a staggering sum, inas- 
much as it is greater than the 
track betting) and the “sport of 
kings” enters the billion dollar 
class, 


On the Other Hand. 


Ox the other hand, what’s a 
few million among friends? 
Divide the billion among Ameri- 
ca’s population and it’s less than 
$10 per capita per year—not a 
heavy bill for curing a little bet- 
ting fever.

System of Matching Players 
In Net Tourneys Provides

“How do they decide who is to play who?” asked a tennis novice 
with an inquiring turn of mind.out at the national public parks tour- 


nament yesterday. 


For any others who may wish 
to know the same thing it can be 
said that lot does it. That is, so 
tar as the first round is concerned. 
After that it is automatic. fFor 
the first round, players’ names are 
placed in a hat and drawn out 
one ata time. The players whose 
names are drawn first and second 
play against each other, the play- 
ers whose names are drawn third 
and fourth play against each other, 
and so down to the bottom of the 
hat. For the second round, the 
winner of the match between the 
players drawn one-two plays 
against the winner of the match 
between those drawn three-four, 
and so down. When, after sev- 
eral rounds, the play has narrowed 
down until only two contestants 
are left, they play the “final,” and 
one of them becomes champion. 

Tourney Nearly Ruined. 

That’s nearly all there is to it, 
but not quite. There’s the matter 
of “seeded” players. To explain 
that requires supplying a trifle of 
background and relating a bit of 
history. As for the first, let us 
suppose 32 men are entered in a 
tennis tournament. The first 16 
names drawn from the hat will 
be “the upper half of the draw,” 
or “the upper bracket,’”’ and the 
last 16 names drawn will be the 
lower “half” or lower “bracket.” 
A little thought will make it ob- 
vious that the “final” will be 
played between one of the 16 men 
in the upper bracket and one of 
the 16 men in the lower bracket. 

Well, half a dozen years ago, 
a national tournament was all 
messed up and virtually ruined be- 
cause “Big Bill” Tilden and “Little 
Bill” Johnston happened both to 
draw in the “upper bracket.”

Change Decided On. 

Right then and there the tennis 
powers that be decided to change 
the thing that had brought about 
the particular result referred to, 
and adopted a practice which has 
become virtually general in connec- 
tion with ail tennis tournaments, 
large and small. Under this prac- 
tice the names of several of the 
best players entered in a tourna- 
ment are not placed in the hat at 
all, but are inserted into the draw 
here and there arbitrarily. For in- 
stance, when the fifth name is 
drawn, the name of one of the stars 
may be placed opposite it, instead 
of the sixth name drawn being put 
there. A little further down the 
name of another star is put in, and 
this continues until the names 
which have been held out of the 
hat are pretty evenly distributed 
throughout the draw, with the 
brightest and most scintillating 
luminaries carefully divided be- 
tween the two brackets. In this 
way the best players are likely to 
remain in the tournament until 
near its close, and, theoretically, 
the two strongest of them will meet 
in the final. Actually they will do 
so unless there are “upsets,” which 
is something, of course, that can 
happen in the best of regulated 
tournaments. Anyway, the plan is 
the best one anyone has been able 
to think of so far. 

Seeded Players and Byes. 

The players whose names do not 
go into the hat for the draw are 
knowr +3 “seeded” players. Why? 
None of the officials of the present 
tournament could give a satisfac- 
tory explanation. The best thar 
can be offered ‘3 a guess. 

The makers of the cross-word 
puzzles use the words “seed” and 
“plant” synonymously. If you want 
a five-letter word for which the 
definition is “to seed,” or “‘to sow,” 
you are pretty safe in putting 
“plant” into the puzzle. It is bare- 
ly possible, therefore, even tf not 
probable, that “seeded” players are 
so-called because the committees 
“nlant”’ them in the draw- where 
the committees think they will be 
prolific of the most good. 

Just one thing more. The num- 
ber of matches in the first round of 
a tournament should be some mul- 
tiple of four. In the present tour- 
nament there are 27 entries in the 
singles, whereas there really ought 
to be 32. To balance the draw 
sheet, five players are given “byes” 
in the first round, which means 
they do not have to play in the first 
round at all, but automatically pass 


into the second round.

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LINDBERGH SAYS HE DIDN'T 
SMOKE CIGARETTE ON WAGER 


Doesn’t Use Tobacco Habitually, He 
Declares, and Didn’t Threaten 
to Take a Drink. 
By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 10. 


— Col. Charles A. Lindbergh did 
not smoke the cigarette which he 
inhaled at. his Cincinnati banquet 
because of a wager; neither did he 
make the statement attributed to 
him that “If those women persist 
in keeping after him, I’m going to 
take a drink.” 

The conqueror of the Atlantic 
made these denials here yesterday. 
Asked by newspaper men if the 
claims of a national women’s or- 
ganization that he would not touch 
tobacco or liquor had prompted 
him to smoke or threaten to drink, 
the lone eagle said: 

“These reports are not true. I 
do not smoke habitually, nor do I 
drink.

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SAGGO PROTEST 
MARCHERS FIGHT 
NEW YORK POLICE 


Fracas Starts When Ser- 
geant Tries to Seize Ban- 
ner and Woman Hits Him 
With Mop. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The one- 
day protest strike against the exe- 
cution of Sacco and Vanzetti end- 
ed last evening in an hour’s clash 
along Mulberry street between 1500 
turbulent men and women and a 
handful of police. The Sacco- 
Vanzetti sympathizers had just 
come from a mass meeting in 
Union Square, and, according to 
the police, were marching to City 
Hall. 

Shortly before that eight mount- 
ed police had ridden into another 
crowd which had collected at Fifth 
avenue and Eighth street. This 
crowd was quickly dispersed. 

The protest meeting in Union 
Square called out a crowd of 10,- 
000 to 25,000 which solidly packed 
the free space in Union Square 
Park. Sacco and Venzetti were 
vociferiousl ycheered and Gov. 
Fuller booed, 

Other meetings drew crowds to 
more than 39 meeting halls. Scores 
of resolutions were adopted and 
sent to Gov. Fuller, the three 
members of his advisory commit- 
tee and the judges of the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court, asking 
clemency for the two condemned 
men. 

Needle Trades Strike. 

Strike leaders said 100,000 men 
and women quit work yesterday. 
There was no confirmation of this 
figure. The strike was everywhere 
evident in the needle and millinery 
trades, 

The meeting in Union Square, 
addressed by mémbers of the Com- 
munist party, broke up about 5:30 
o'clock. Under the guard of 1000 
police it had been orderly. 

Police Commissioner Warren had 
stipy:Jated that there were to be no 
paruwues. As the Sacco-Vanzetti 
sympathizers left Union Square 
their banners had been quietly, re- 
moved from their hands by police- 
men. But one banner—red with 
white lettering in Italian—appar- 
ently slipped past the police 
scrutiny. 

Five men, one of whom held the 
banner high when they reached 
Second avenue, decided to have a 
parade anyway. They were joined 
by 1500 men and women. 

A police sergeant met them at 
Mulberry and Broome streets and 
ordere dthem to halt. He tried to 
seize the banner. 

Hits Sergeant With Mop. 

A free for all fight ensued. A 
woman swung a mop filled with 
dirty water and struck the ser- 
geant full in the face. The banner 
bearer was hustled away by the 
crowd. | 

The crowd dragged che policc- 
man away from a call box. A 
frightened citizen called the police. 
Two deputy inspectors with 25 
patrolmen, met the procession at 
Mulberry and Canal street. This 
is near the center of the densely 
populated Italian section of the 
East Side. ! 

The police were attacked with 
bricks, flower pots and kindred 
missiles. 

The police charged the mob. Re- 
inforcements of mounted police 
cleared the street. 

Five men were arrested and 
taken to police headquarters. 

At Tenth street, eight mounted 
policemen scattered the crowd.
